In last evening's concert the orenea- 
tra proved itself to be an organization 
of the highest merit. As a conductor, 
Dr. Perrin brings out his personality 
to a remarkable degree. Through 
long, patient work he has developed 
in it an ensemble and a balance 
neither of which are. often seen in an 
amateur orchestra to the extent shown 
last, night. 

The Stanford Symphony in F was 
perhaps the most, interesting of tho 
orchestra numbers. Opening in * 
quiet, peaceful minor, tbe first moVe- 
menl takes one through a series of 
beautiful passages of varying juoods. 
The Andante movement opens- with 
an eciuisite arpeggio accompaniment, 
admirably done by Miss Armstrong. 
The full theme Is finally brought out 
and repeated by the strings with 
charming effect. The finale ends In a 
tremendous climax, which was 
brought out with a burst of power 
showing very remarkable depth and 
volume on the part of the orchestra. 

Miss Armstrong delighted her hear- 
ers with a tasteful and musicianly 
rendering of Edgar Barrett's sketches. 
Mer tones were film, rich and virile. 

Mr. Casey played with a straight- 
forward, impressive Interpretation, de- 
serving of special commendation. 

The audience was carried away by 
Miss Grose's singing. The frank sim- 
plicity of her style immediately won 
over lier listeners. After her second 
number she was repeatedly called 
back. 

In the Mackenzie Overture the 
brasses showed at first a slight ten- 
dency to drag, which was not appar- 
ent in the preceding numbers. 

To sum up, the performance may be 
said to have been an entire success, 
reflecting a long, painstaking trainlug 
and exhibiting talent of no small cal- 
ibre on the part of its members and 
manifesting in Dr. Pcrrln a director 
of great ability.

Dr. Harmer Did Good Work Af- 
ter Sinking of Anglia. 



HAS MANY EXPERIENCES 



Chased by the Emden, Served in 
French Army and in Brit- 
ish Naval Service. 



Lieutenants Lougheed and An- 
derson Interviewed by Re- 
porter Yesterday. 



Fresh from two years in the wild 
and wooly west, Lieutenant Edgar D. 
Lougheed, son of Senator Lougheed, 
of Calgary, formerly a student of Mc- 
Gill, passed through Montreal yester- 
day on his way to Quebec where he 
expects to spend the next two months 
attached to the permanent force of the 
Canadian Army Service Corps for 
training. Mr. Lougheed spent the day 
In visiting old friends of his student 
days In Montreal. He has been with 
the Army Service Corps Blnce tbe 
summer, attached to No. 14 Company, 
Calgary. He spent the summer in 
Sarcee Camp near Calgary, where six 
thousand troops have been quartered 
for training. 

Questioned regarding recruiting in 
the west by the representative of this 
paper, Mr. Lougheed stated that the 
results in the west were most promis- 
ing and that the new battalions which 
have been announced in the Alberta 
distriet showed no signs of a shortage 
of men. It Is evident from his re- 
marks that the men of Western Can- 
ada are still responding nobly to the 
call of their country. In every de- 
partment the same resist Is being felt 
and the great crop Which the west 
has this year experienced appears to 
have acted as a double incentive to 
make the Westerners join the colors. 

Mi. Lougheed is accompanied by 
Lieutenant Anderson, of Calgary and 
they expect to leave for the Old Coun- 
try in one of this year's drafts,

A former McGill man, Dr. Charles 
E. Harmer, who is lieutenant on board 
H.M.S. Cambria, has won high praise 
from English newspapers for services 
rendered to the survivors of the Brit- 
ish hospital ship Anglia, when the lat- 
ter was sunk by a German mine. As 
i ho ship drew near Dover a floating 
mine struck her amidships and she 
sank within twenty minutes. Of those 
aboard, many were killed outright by 
the explosion, but about :',oo were 
saved. Many vessels rushed to tho 
rescue, among them the Cambria, 
which was just drawing into harbor. 
Lieut. Harmer was tireless in the 
work of rescue. When the relief ships 
reached Dover he took charge of the 
medical and surgical arrangements, 
and by bis skill and resourcefulness 
was the means of saving many lives. 

Lieut. Harmer is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Harmer, of Toronto, tho 
latter being president of the Sawyer- 
Massey Co. He was born in that 
city, but at the age of 12 went to Eng- 
land and entered the Royal Naval Col- 
lege at Eltham. Kent. He returned at 
the age of 16, went one year to McGill, 
and from 1903 to 1!W7 was a student 
in medicine at Toronto University. 
Circumstances preventing the comple- 
tion of his course at the time, he went 
to the United States and took his de- 
gree at Baltimore. For several years 
afterwards he was ship's doctor on 
various steamship lines, and then he 
commenced a practice of bis own in 
the Philippines. When war was de- 
clared his British blood asserted It- 
self, and he forthwith gave up his 
practice and returned to Toronto for 
military service, the vessel In which I 
he came having the honor of being 
chased by the Emden on the way. 
Having only a United States medical 
degree, It was difficult to obtain a 
British commission quickly enough, 
consequently he sought and obtained a 
medical post, with the French army. 
Later he was transferred to the Brit- 
ish naval service; served on the vessel 
which bore Mr. Asqultb, Mr. Baltour, 
Lloyd George and Sir Edward Grey 
from France to England after the 
great Allies' war council, and has been 
much of bis time in the North Sen, 
where he has had some (lulling ex- 
periences. 

Lieut. Harmer is 30 years of age. 
He. has travelled practically all over 
the world, can speak five languages 
fluently, and numbers among hi* 
friends some of the most prominent 
people of England.

fore the close of the session, and 
which it may be convenient to include 
in this report, as the subject to which 
it refers still remains to be dealt with 
by the Faculty of Arts and by Corpor- 
ation : 

With regard to the general scope 
ot the curriculum provided by the 
Faculty, the Faculty took note that 
the report of the University for the 
year 1913-14 contemplates the en- 
largement of the Faculty's activities 
as an event of the immediate future. 
The course at present prescribed for 
tbe B.C.L. degree, while excellently 
adapted to its professed object of pro- 
viding for the needs of students who 
intend to practise at ihe Bar of tbe 
Province, makes no direct appeal to 
students who do not intend to prac- 
tise at the Bar of the Province, and 
even as regards those who do so In- 
tend, leaves something to be desired 
In respect of the more abstract and 
theoretical branches of legal science, 
which are pre-eminently fitted to form 
part of a course of study In a univer- 
sity. 

"The Faculty, therefore, has set be- 
fore itself two objects. The first is to 
provide a two years' course of a wholly 
non-professloual character, whicn

Adams desired it to go, for he was a man with some sense of pro- 
portion and a strong sense of historicity; and just because it was 
so extreme it has taken longer for the rebound to come, but that Warning is Hereby Extended to 
day has arrived and again teachers of the literatures of ancient All Freshmen, Aspiring to 
Greece and Borne begin to be counted as something other than 
"fossils" 'serving as proofs of the existence of a pre-vocational 
pre-utilitarian age. Again courses for readings of Aristotle and 
Seneca have attendants, and professors of the alleged 
languages are busy about teaching as well as the making of re- 
vised editions of the texts. 

It is not claimed, of course, that this reaction from a reaction 
is universal or altogether powerful in its sweep across the sur- 
face of the university and collegiate world's contemporary life.

London, England— J. C. Van der

ciples than with thc concrete rules of 
any one positive system. It would 
embrace the study of analytical and 
historical jurisprudence and of tne 
fundamental principles of tbe Roman 
and of the Common Law. it would 
seem desirable also, as part of the 
projected course, to give students the 
opportunity of following lectures in 
Political Science and Moral Philos- 
ophy. With this object In view, the 
Faculty has approached tho Faculty 
of Arts with the suggestion that It 
should admit to the list of Arts sub- 
jects for the third and fourth years, 
Jurisprudence, Common Law and 
Public International Law. The result 
would be to provide a speciallzen 
course, mainly legal In character for 
third and fourth year students in Arts 
which might he taken both as an ave- 
nue to the B.A. degree aloue and also 
as part of a combined course In Arts 
and Law. In the view of the Faculty 
of Law, the study of the abstract prin- 
ciples of Law Is better suited to form 
part of an Arts course than of a 
course culminating in the B.C.L. de- 
gree, which has heretofore been asso- 
ciated with the moro technical 
branches of legal study. 

"The second object of the Faculty 
will he to make the degree of B.C.L. 
available, tfl students who do not intend 
to practise law in the province as well 
as to those who do. This object will 
probably be best obtained by making 
provision for alternating courses. The 
working out of this scheme will re- 
quire careful adjustment of subjects 
and will be thc task of a committee 
to which thc Faculty has referred it." 

Towards the close of the session. 
Corporation resolved to offer the hon- 
orary degree of the University (Doc- 
tor of Laws) to His Majesty the King 
of thc Belgians, as a slight expression 
of the great admiration felt through- 
out Canada for the heroic courage and 
devotion with which he had led the 
people of Belgium in their resistance 
to an altogether unjustifiable but evi- 
dently long-premeditated attack on 
the integrity and Independence of 
their country.

The vis- 
ample of the Mellon Institute at Pitts- 
burg, where manufacturers hit 
brought inlo friendly and fruitful co- 
operation Willi scientific investigatora. 
has been much commended for imita- 
tion, and the English Board of Eauc»- | 
lion has recently published an ilium- 1 
inating pamphlet, dealing wltb the 
whole subject. On May 24th. the Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce con- 1 
vened a preliminary conference ai j 
Ottawa, which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of Toronto and Queen's, as 
well as by the Principal and certain 
members of our Science staff; and the 
hope was then expressed that the 
movement under consideration might 
result in benefit both to the universi- 
ties and to the industries of the coun- 
try. At McGill it may be expected 
that the opening of the new Forest 
Products Laboratories as a Govern- 
ment Institution, under Dr. John S. 
Bates as superintendent, will give 
practical proof of the value In this 
particular department of such meth- 
ods of co-operation as are now con- 
templated. 

Among the gifts received or an- 
nounced during the session, tho first 
placo must be assigned to one which 
came to the University in circum- 
stances of tho most tragic kind. Cap- 
taain Guy Druramond, who fell -at 
Langcmarlt. was one of tbe most 
prominent of our recent graduates, 
lie had proved himself a leader among 
his fellows, aud every circumstance 
combined to mark him out as one who 
had before him a useful and honor- 
able career. We have lost others in 
the war, but noue who entered it in a 
spirit of greater devotion to duty, nor 
any who cherished more high-minded 
ideals of what life would mean for 
him, If it was granted him to live. 
High hopes as well as many tender 
associations lie burled with Guy 
Drummond in his soldier's grave. 
After his death the information was 
communicated to us that he had be- 
queathed twenty thousand dollars to 
McGill, and we are considering bow 
the income of this fund may he most 
fitly applied with the view of perpetu- 
ating his memory in our midst. 

There was also Intimated a bequest 
by the late II. H, Lyman of his ento- 
mological collection and library, to- 
gether with a sum of $30,000 for 1rs 
maintenance, in addition to $10.000 al- 
ready contributed by him lor the same 
purpose during tho McGill " cam- 
paign." At the same meeting or the 
Board of Governors (October 26, 1!)H> 
at which this bequest was announced, 
the Principal reported that Lady 
Strathcona had very graciously inti- 
mated that she would convey the 
Workman House to thc University. He 
also slated that the University had 
good ground for hoping to receive 
from tho Strathcona estate a capital 
sum for thc endowment of the Strath- 
cona Chair of Zoology, in addition to 
the bequest made to the University by 
Ihe late Loid Strathcona. 

The obituary for the year included 
among others the names of Rev. Prin- 
cipal Scrimger and Prof. Wesley Mills. 
The former was, up to tho time of bis 
lamented death, a familiar figure at 
McGill, and a very regular attendant 
ut the meetings of Corporation. Ho 
was a man or high ideals, und great, 
moral earnestness — the personal 
friend and counsellor or his own stu- 
dents at the Presbyterian College, and 
deeply interested at thc same time lo 
tho welfare of the whole University. 
Not long before his death, the Board 
of Governors had the opportunity of 
congratulating Dr.Scrimgcr on the dis- 
tinguished honor conferred on his son, 
Dr. F. A. C. Srlmgcr, a graduate or 
tho University, by the bestowal of tho 
Victoria Cross. This much-coveted 
distinction was also gained by another 
member of tbe University, who unfor- 
tunately lost his life on the field of 
honor— Lance-Corporal Fred. Flnher, 
a second-year student in Iho Faculty 
of Applied Science. Prof. Wesley 
Mills had left us several years ago to 
go into comparative retirement in 
London. He was in frequent com- 
munication v. il h us beiorc his a earn 
on matters of common Interest, and 
bequeathed by will his musical instru- 
ments and his library to the Univer- 
sity. 

The fact that we have now complet- 
ed thc 94th year since McGill received 
Its charter has led to thc suggestion 
that the University would do well to 
consider betimes thc propriety of cele- 
brating in some fitting manner the 
100U» anniversary of its foundation. 
Though these arc not times In which 
even to speak of rejoicings, Uie world 
will have no doubt reverted to more 
or less normal conditions by the year 
1021. In the interval we might be get- 
ling ready, for example, a memorial 
volume, part of w hich might consist or 
original papers by members of tho 
staff. Wc might also be discussing 
tho method by which such a centen- 
nial as lhat suggested could best be 
celebrated. It will require, much plan- 
ning in advance. The hope may bv ex- 
pressed that before tc time for it ar- 
rives, we may have made great prog- 
ress with the scheme for student resi- 
dences on the new campus. The gen- 
erous donation of Dr. James Douglas, 
one of our governors, announced since 
the date with which this report ends, 
makes It certain that at least a begin- 
ning will now bo made. And when 
the. present storm Is overpast, tbe Uni- 
versity may find other donors who 
will wish to take a part in supplying 
the need which many besides our stu- 
dents have long felt to be the greatei.i 
necessity of our present situation. In 
any case it is a gratification to reflect 
that, because of service rendered ro 
the great cause for which Ihe Empire 
is at war. McGill never stood closer to 
Ihe. heart of thc community than the 
stands to-day.

In last evening's concert the orches- 
tra proved Itself to be an organization 
of the highest merit. As a conductor, 
Dr. Perrln brings out bis personality 
to a remarkable degree. Through 
long, patient work he has developed 
in it an ensemble and a balance 
neither of which are often seen in an 
amateur orchestra to the extent shown 
last night.

Mr. Casey played with a straight- 
forward, impressive interpretation, de- 
serving of special commendation. 

The audience was carried away try 
Miss Grose's singing. The frank sim- 
plicity of her style immediately won 
over her listeners. After her second 
number she was repeatedly called 
back. 

In the Mackenzie Overture the 
brasses showed at first a slight ten- 
dency to drag, which war, not appar- 
ent In the preceding numbers.

Lieutenants Lougheed and An- 
derson Interviewed by Re- 
porter Yesterday. 



Fresh from two years in the wild 
and wooly west, Lieutenant Edgar D. 
Ijoughefd, son of Senator Lougheed, 
of Calgary, formerly a student of Mc- 
Gill, passed through Montreal yester- 
day on his way to Quebec where he 
expects to spend the next two months 
attached to the permanent force of the 
Canadian Army Service Corps for 
training. Mr. Lougheed spent the day 
In visiting old friends of his student 
days in .Montreal. He has been with 
the Army Service Corps since the 
summer, attached to No. 14 Company, 
Calgary. He spent the summer in 
Sarcee Camp near Calgary, where six 
thousand troopB have been quartered 
for training. 

Questioned regarding recruiting in 
the west by the representative of this 
paper, Mr. Lougheed stated that the 
results in the west were most promis- 
ing and that the new battalions which 
have been announced In the Alberta 
district showed no signs of a shortage 
of men. It Is evident from his re- 
maries that the men of Western Can- 
ada are still responding nobly to the 
tall of their country. In every de- 
partment the same resist is being felt 
and the great crop which the west 
has this year experienced appears to 
have Acted as a double incentive to 
make the Westerners join the colors.

A former McGill man, Dr. Charles 
B. Harmer, who is lieutenant on board 
H.M.S. Cambria, has won high praise 
from English newspapers for services 
reudered to the survivors of the Brit- 
ish hospital ship Anglia. when the lat- 
ter was sunk by a German mine. As 
the ship drew near Dover a floating 
mine struck her amidships and she 
sank within twenty minutes. Of those 
aboard, many were killed outright by 
the explosion, but about 300 were 
saved. Many vessels rushed to the 
rescue, among them the Cambria, 
which was just drawing Into harbor. 
Lieut. Harmer was tireless in the 
work of rescue. When the relief ships 
reached Dover he took charge of the 
medical and surgical arrangements, 
and by his skill and resourcefulness 
was the means of saving many lives. 

Lieut. Harmer is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Harmer, of Toronto, tho 
latter being president of the Sawycr- 
Massey Co. He was horn in that 
city, but at the age of 12 went to Eng- 
land and entered the Roynl Naval Col- 
lege at Entham, Kent. He returned at 
the age of 16, wont one year to McGill. 
and from 1903 to I!tu7 was a student 
In medicine at Toronto University. 
Circumstances preventing the comple- 
tion of his course at tho time, he wenr 
to the United States and took his de- 
gree at Baltimore. For several years 
afterwards he was ship's doctor on 
various steamship lines, and then he 
commenced a practice of his own in 
the Philippines. When war was de- 
clared his British blood asserted It- 
self, and he forthwith gave up his 
practice and returned to Toronto for 
military service, the vessel In which 
he came having the honor of being 
chased by the Emden on the way. 
Having only a United States medical 
degree, It vas difficult to obtain a 
British commission quickly enough, 
consequently he sought, and obtained a 
medical post with the French army. 
Later he was transferred to the Brit- 
ish naval service; served on the vessel 
which bore Mr. Asqulth, Mr. Bairour, 
Lloyd George and Sir Edward Grey 
from France to England after the 
great Allies' war council, and has been 
much of his time in the North Sea, 
where he has had some thilllng ex- 
periences. 

Lieut. Harmer Is 30 years of age. 
He has travelled practically all over 
the world, can speak five languages 
fluently, and numbers among his 
friends some of the most prominent 
people of England.

One of "the most characteristic iconoclastic acts of Charles 
Francis Adams, the historian and publicist, whose career Senator 
Ilenry'iCabufc Lodge has recently been eulogizing, was, when at a 
Hftjrvafd University Phi Beta Kappa commencement-day function 
hejîiskéd his alma mater whether or not for generations she had 
be#i making a fetish of Greek and Latin. The historian's own 
opinion, was that she had, and his statement of the case induced 
otlljer persons to agree with him, and consequently at Harvard and 
throughout the American academic world the reaction against the 
"classical" was accelerated in its pace. It went farther than Mr. 
Adams desired it to go, for he was a man with some sense of pro- 
portion and a strong sense of historicity; and just because it was 
so extreme it has taken longer for the rebound to come, but that 
clay has arrived and again teachers of the literatures of ancient 
Gréece and Rome begin to be counted as something other than 
"fo&sils" serving as proofs of the existence of a pre-vocational 
pre-utilitarian age. Again courses for readings of Aristotle and 
Seneca have attendants, and professors of the alleged defunct 
languages are busy about teaching as well as the making of re- 
vised editions of the texts. 

It is not claimed, of course, that this reaction from a reaction 
is universal or altogether powerful in its sweep across the sur- 
face of the university and collegiate world's contemporary life. 
The classical tongues and literatures have had to fight hard in a 
day and generation as dominated by the contemporaneous as the 
present one is. But they gain in steadily increasing measure, 
since society, as it grows wiser, sees the folly of overemphasis on 
the present and the modern, and the absurdity of talking of cul-

At two important meetings, held in 
I the course of the month of April, the 
Faculty of Law took into considera- 
tion various suggestions for the ini- 
' provement and extension of its uach- 
; ing. The most important of these is ] 
! set forth in a minute which was sub- 
| mitted to Corporation by Dean Lee be- 
fore the close of the session, and 
which it may be convenient to Include 
in this report, as the subject to which 
it refers still remains to be dealt with 
by the Faculty of Arts and by Corpor- 
ation: 

"With regard to the general scope 
of the curriculum provided by the 
Faculty, the Faculty took note that 
the report of the University for the 
year 1913-14 contemplates the en- 
largement of the Faculty's activities 
j as an event of the immediate future. 
The course at present prescribed for 
tbe U.C.L. degree, while excelleutly 
adapted to its professed object of pro- 
viding for the needs of students who 
intend to practise at the Bar of the 
Province, makcB no direct appeal to 
students who do not intend to prac- 
tise at the Bar of the Province, and 
even as regards those who do so In- 
tend, leaves something to be desired 
in respect of the more abstract and 
theoretical branches of legal science, 
which are pre-eminently fitted to form 
part of a course of study In a univer- 
sity. 

"The Faculty, therefore, has set be- 
fore itself two objects. The first Is to 
provide a two years' course of a wholly 

• I non-professional character, whtcn 

• would deal rather with general prtn- 

• ciples than with the concrete rules of 

• I any one positive system. It would 

• ] embrace the study of analytical and 
historical jurisprudence and of tno 
fundamental principles of the Roman 
and of the Common Law, It would 
seem desirable also, as part of the 
projected course, to give students the 
opportunity of following lectures in 
Political Science and Moral Philos- 
ophy. With this object In view, the 
Faculty has approached the Faculty 
of Arts with the suggestion that it 
should admit to the list of Arts sub- 
jects for the third and fourth years, 
Jurisprudence, Common Law and 
Public International Law. The result 
would be to provide a specialized 
course, mainly legal in character for 
third and fourth year students In Arts 
w hich might be taken both as an ave- 
nue to the B.A. degree alone and also 
as part of a combined course In Arts 
and Law. In tbe view of the Faculty 
of Law, the study of the abstract prin- 
ciples of Law Is better suited to form 
part of an Arts course than of a 
course culminating in the B.C.L. de- 
gree, which has heretofore been asso 
elated with the moro technical 
branches of legal study 

" The second object of the Faculty 
will be to make the degree of B.C.L 
available bo students who do not intend 
I to practise law In the province as well

to been imported from outside, this is 
a matter which might well engage the 
attention of a University like ours, 
with its well-equipped laboratories 
and highly-qualified staff. The ex- 
ample of tho Mellon Institute at Pitts- 
burg, where manufacturers aie 
luought into friendly and fruitful co- 
operation with scientific investigators, 
has been much commended for imita- 
tion, and the English Board of Educa- 
tion has recently published an illum- 
inating pamphlet dealing with the 
whole subject. On May 24th. the Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce con- 
vened a preliminary conference at j 
Ottawa, which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of Toronto and Queen's, as 
well as by the Principal and certain 
members of our Science staff; and the 
hope was then expressed lhat the 
movement under consideration might 
result in benefit both to the universi- 
ties and to the industries of the coun- 
try. At McGill It may be expected 
that the opening of the new Forest 
Products Laboratories as a Govern- 
ment Institution, under Dr. John S. 
Bates as superintendent, will give 
practical proof of the value in this 
particular department of such meth- 
ods of co-operation as are now con- 
templated. 

Among the gifts received or an- 
nounced during Ihe session, tho first 
place must be assigned to one wblch 
came lo the University in circum- 
stances of the most tragic kind. Cap- 
taaiu Guy Drummond, who fell -at 
Langemmk, was ono of the most 
prominent of our recent graduates. 
He had proved himself a leader among 
his fellows, aud every circumstance 
ombined lo mark him out as one who 
had before him a useful and honor- 
able career. Wo have lost others in 
the war, but none who entered It in a 
spirl* of greater devotion to duty, nor 
any who cherished more high-minded 
ideals of what life would mean for 
him. If it was granted him to live. 
High hopes as well as many tendor 
associations He burled with Guy 
Drummond in his soldier's grave. 
After his death the Information was 
communicated to us that he had be- 
queathed twenty thousand dollars to 
McGill, and we are considering how 
the income of this fund may be most 
fitly applied with the vlow of perpetu- 
ating his memory In our midst, 

There was also iutLmated a bequest 
by the late H. H. Lyman of bis ento- 
mological collodion and library, to- 
gether with a sum of 130,000 for »■ 
maintenance, in addition to $10,000 al- 
ready contributed by him for the same 
purpose during the McGill " cam- 
paign." At thc same meeting of the 
Board of Governors (October 26, 1!)H» 
at which this bequest was announced, 
tho Principal reported that Lady 
Strathcona had very graciously inti- 
mated that she would convey Ihe 
Workman House to the University. He 
also stated that tho University had 
good grouud for hoping to receive 
from iho Strathcona estatu a capital 
sum for the endowment of the Strath- 
cona Chair of Zoology, in addition to 
ihe bequest made to the University by 
the late Lord Strathcona. 

The obituary for thc year included 
among others the names of Rev. Prin- 
cipal Scrimger and Prof. Wesley Mills. 
The former was, up to tho time of his 
lamented death, a familiar figure at 
McGill, nnd a very regular attendant 
at the meetings of Corporation. Ho 
was a man of high ideals, und great, 
moral earnestness — the personal 
friend and counsellor of his own stu- 
dents at the Presbyterian College, and 
deeply Interested at the. same time In 
tho welfare of the whole University. 
Not long before his death, the Board 
of Governors had the opportunity of 
congratulating Dr.Scrimger on the dis- 
tinguished honor conferred on his son, 
Dr. F. A, C. Srlmger, a graduate of 
the University, by the bestowal of the 
Victoria Cross. This inuch-eovctcd 
distinction was also gained by another 
member of the University, who unror- 
tunutely lost his life on the field of 
honor — Lance-Corporal Fred. Fisher, 
a second-year student in tho Faculty, 
of Applied Science. Prof. Wesley 
Mills had left us several years ago to 
go into comparative retirement in 
London. He was in frequent com- 
munication wlUi us before his deatn 
on matters of common Interest, and 
bequeathed by will his musical instru- 
ments and his library to the Univer- 
sity. 

The fact that we have now complet- 
ed tho 94th year since McGill received 
Its charter has led to the suggestion 
that the University would do well to 
consider betimes Uio propriety of cele- 
brating in some fitting manner the 
100th anniversary of 11b foundation. 
Though these are not times in which 
even to speak of riîjoicings, the world 
will have no doubt reverted to more 
or less normal conditions by the year 
1!)21. In the interval we might bo get- 
ting ready, for example, a memorial 
volume, part of which might consist or 
original papcrB by members of Ihe 
staff. We might also be discussing 
tho method by which such a centen- 
nial as that suggested could best be 
celebrated. It will require much plan- 
ning in advance. The hope may be ea- 
prcssed that before te time ior it ar- 
rives, we may have made great prog- 
ress with the scheme for student resi- 
dences on the new campus. The gen- 
erous donation of Dr. James Douglas, 
one of our governors, announced since 
the date with which this report ends, 
makes it certain that at least a begin- 
ning will now bo made. And when 
the present storm 1r overpast, the Uni- 
versity may find other donors who 
will wish lo lake a part in supplying 
Ihe need which many besides our stu- 
dents have long felt to bo the grcate:,i 
necessity of our present situation. In 
any case it is a gratification to reflect 
lhat, because of Bcrviro rendered to 
the great cause for which Ihe Empire 
is at war. McGill never stood closer to 
the heart of the community than èhe 
stands to-day.

It will be recalled that on the mot- 
row of the battle of the Marne re- 
turned combatants related strange 
stories of the aspect of certain Ger- 
man unwounded corpses. Death bad 
been so instantaneous that the bodies 
remained in a life-like posture, some 
shouldering a rifle, others with pipe 
in the mouth. In a communication 
made to the Academy of Medicine, M. 
Rene Arnoux asserts that the phenom- 
ena were due to the efficacy of the 
French explosives. Within a 15-yards' 
radius of the point where the shell ex- 
plodes, the displacement of the air is 
so intense as to destroy the equili- 
brium of pressure on the interior and 
exterior of the human body. The gas 
contained in the blood is thus liber- 
ated, causes n distention of the blood- 
vessels and arteries, and, ultimately 
bursting these organs, induces sudden 
death. This argument is 
by the state of the bodies, which often 
showed the heart and liver greatly dis- 
tended and numerous internal haem- 
orrhages.

An Interesting comparison may be 
made this season between Ford and 
Wylde, who are considered by most 
critics to be the best goal-tenders in 
Intercollegiate circles. 

Princeton has to suffer a aerere 
handicap through lack of skating fa- 
cilities, and the players are compelled 
to go to New York twice a week in 
order to practice on ice. Harvard and 
Yale on the other hand have rinks of 
artificial ice where they can practice 
dally, 

The Harvard Crimson in discussing 
the prospects for the coming season 
writes sb follows:

That It. W. Guy, Sci. '15. an Ottawa 
boy serving with tho 2nd Divisional 
Signal Company, had a narrow escape 
from death through the explosion of a 
shell which knocked him down and 
put his shoulder out, is the state- 
ment made by D. H. Itae, Arts '17, 
McGill 13. C, in a letter just received 
here. 
Sapper Ilae says: 

"Wo have been in the filing line 
for two months and so far have suffer- 
ed no casualties from actual wounded, 
though Dick Guy was knocked down 
by the explosion of a shell and put 
his shoulder out. It is a wonder that 
more of us w*.v not hurt during our 
stay in the village, for while we were 
there the Huns sent over some two 
hundred and twenty odd shells, mostly 
8-inch, and all falling within two hun- 
dred yards of our headquarters, most 
of them a lot closer. Our Gen- 
eral thought a move would be a wise 
plan so wo came down here, leaving 
a nice billet in a comfortablo barn; 
spring beds. etc.. aud a classy chat- 
eau for our headquarters, for a mis- 
erable little shack which we use a»| 
an office and sleeping quarters. We 
may be fixed up better later on. 

"None of us have had much to do 
with the trenches though I have been 
down several times. Three of ua the 
other day were only 200 yards from 
the spot where an engineer officer 
and two infantry men were killed by 
a German shell. The officer was one 
of the most popular of our Ottawa of- 
ficers, and it was a' hard blow to his 
Company. I saw him Just a few min- 
utes afterwards and it brought home 
to mo the grim reality of war. Well, 
I must close as it is now 4.30 a.m., 
and my morning's .business is start- 
ing to come in. I'm on the 12-8 a.m. 
written by an under-l shift this week— was on lines last

Candidates have been at work 
earlier this fall than usual, due to 
the fact that an unusually hard sched 
ule has been arranged and the neces- 
sity of developing more new men than 
usual. 

A. M. Frantz, '16, is captain of the 
team. He was placed second in the 
Intercolleglates in the 146-class last 
winter, winning in addition the cup 
offered by Capt. A. B. Longstreth, 'IB, 
to the man winning the greatest num- 
ber of points for the team. Frantz 
will offer a similar cup this year. 

The only other veteran available 
this season is E. A. Ncbker, '1C, wno 
won fourth place in the intercolleg- 
lates. Nebcker won in the 115-pound 
class. M. A. Tancock, '1C, who placed 
second In the 135-pound class, has not 
returned to college. J. A. Baker, '15, 
H. H. Glle, '15. and A. B. Longstreth, 
'15, who took third place In the 158- 
pound, 175-pound, and unlimited 
classes respectively, have all gradu- 
ated. This affords an unusual open- 
ing for new men. Moreover, the 
weights In which Frantz and Nebeker 
will wrestle, are still doubtful. 

For the first time in several years 
particular attention Is being directed 
toward developing team strength rath- 
er than individual excellence. The 
fundamentals will be taught more 
thoroughly than heretofore, together 
with a few of the most important 
holds. Due to a change in a system 
of trials, hard and consistent work 
will be given more recognition than 
it has received In the past. 

In the novice wrestling meets last 
year and in the spring practice sev- 
eral promising men were discovered. 
I Many of these have had no previous 
experience, so the extra work this fall 
will aid them materially. Among the 
most promising wrestlers now in col- 
lege are: E. A. Nebeker and S. L. 
Phraner '16, and J. B. Wlss '17 in the 
115-pound; L. G. Jones "17, S. G. 
Frantz and M. H. McLaughlin '18, in 
the 125-pound; M. J. Bunnell and C. 
L. Woodbridgc, Jr., 'JG, and J. W. 
Beaty 18, in tho 135-pound; A. M. 
Franz nnd P. B. MacCready '1G, F. 
Marhury and J. C. Oehlcr '18, in the 
145-pound; E. W. Day and D. G. Tur- 
ner '16. A. C. Brown and L. M. T. 
Cohu '17, H. B. Collins and T. C. Meek 
•18, in the 158-pound; W. P. Hamilton 
'17, in the 175-pound. 

The schedule Is harder and slightly 
longer than usual. Trips will be made 
lo Cornell. Penn Slate, Yale, and An- 
napolis. This is the first year that 
Princeton has ever met Harvard or 
Penn State in wrestling. The sched- 
ule Is as follows:

Practice for the Cornell varsity 
wrestling team Is now going on under 
Coach Walter O'Conncll 11, and, in ! 
splto of the fact that there are about j 
100 candidates trying for the team, the 
outlook for another championship Red 
and White squad this winter are not 
of the brightest, as three of the men 
who won first places in 1915 have 
been graduated. 

The following men who took part in 
the intercollegiate championships last 
spring will be lost: E. J. Culbcrtson 
'15, captain of last year's champion- 
ship team, winner of tho 158-pound 
class; E. Post '15, winner of the 135 
pound class; W. J. Culbcrtson '15, 
winner of the 115-pound class. 

Of the 100 candidates there are very 
few out for the heavyweights, and this 
Is the class in which there is the 
greatest need of good material, be- 
cause of the loss of graduation. Sev- 
eral promising candidates for the 
lightweights arc showing better form 
each day, and It Is expected that by 
the time of tho intercolleglates in 
March these men will be developed. 

The intercollcglato meet will be 
held at Princeton on March 17 and 18. 
Two of the best dual meets will be 
held in Ithaca and are with Lehigh 
and Frinceton. This Is the first time 
In four years that Princeton wrestlers 
have come to Cornell. 

Cornell has won tho championship 
wrestling for the last four years. At 
the close of the 1911 season, after 
Coach O'Conncll's team had gone 
through the year without a defeat In 
any of the dual matches, it was de- 
feated by Princeton In the intcrcollc- 
Hates. 

Several football men on this year's 
squad have come out for wrestling at 
the coaches' request, as It Is deemed 
by them to be one of the best forms of 
athletics for keeping the men In con- 
dition for the next season's team.
